More than 3,000 families in the 
three county area served by 
Coast Electric Power Association 
received checks this week repre- 
senting the cash balance of their 
share of ownership in the Associ- 
ation for the years 194446. 

The checks ranged in size from 
a few dollars to several hundred 
dollars, for a total of $69,643.74, 
aecording to H. H. Shattuck, Man- 
ager of Coast Electric. 

“I know-of no more graphic il- 
lustration that could be given of 
Coast Electric’s slogan ‘Owned by 
those it serves,’” Shattuck said. 

"Coast Electric’s by-laws pro- 
vide that capital contributed by 
members may be refunded if and 
when after the refund the capital 
of the Association shall equal at 
least twenty-five per cent of the 
total assets of the Association,” 
Shattuck explained. 

“These checks represent capital 
contributed by the ‘Ole-timers’ 
and which is replaced by similar 
capital contributed by the newer 
members. 

“Contribution of capital by the 
members of Coast Electric began 
in 1944, and these checks repre- 
sent the refund in full of the 
capital members contributed dur- 
ing the period 194446. Prior to 
1944 the Association operated at 
a deficit, which was balanced and 
credits began to accrue during 
that year,” he said. 

It is planned that additional re- 
funds of contributed capital will 
be made from time to time as the 
financial condition of the Associa- 
tion allows. Such refunds are re- 
quired to be in the same order 
that the contributions were cred- 
ited—for instance, the next pay- 
ment will represent the capital 
contributed during 1947. 

Shattuck explained that when 
members of Coast Electric pay 
their bills, any portion of that 
amount not used to pay current 
eperating expenses is considered 
ds "contributed capital” and is 
used to repay the REA loan and to 
establish necessary reserve ac- 
counts. 

The checks were accompanied 
by a letter explaining his re- 
corded share of ownership to each 
Coast Electric member. 

A total of 16,000 present and 
former members of the Associa- 
tion received the letter, although 
only 3,000 were eligible for the re- 
fund for the period covered. 

The letter explained that Coast 
Electric’s members’ ownership in 
the Association is principally in 
plant—poles, wires, transformers, 
etc., and. is not available in cash. 

Coast. Electric was founded in 
1937 and began operations in 1938. 
Tt now operates 1875 miles of line 
and serves more than 8,700 mem- 
ber in Hancock, Harrison and 
Pearl River Counties. 

“while every other commodity, 
including all other utilities, were 
advancing in cost, Coast Electric, 
with faith in the future of its 
area, in 1957 reduced rates ap- 
přoximátely 10%.” Shattuck said.

This year's bumper crop, coup- 
led with a carryover of the 1969 
Crop—pius poor quality on the 
average—has forced the current 
Price of pecans at the primary 
level well below last year's rec- 
Ord per pound average, 

Shellers and processors point 
out the necessity of this drop in 
prices in order to combat inroads 
which have been made on the 
market by walnuts and almonds, 
emphasizing that while in general 
the trade is willing to pay more 
for pecaüs than competitive nuts, 
the unrealistic price spread that 
existed last year between pecans 
and walnuts and almonds has forc- 
ed most users away from the use 
of pecans, said Bucklin. 

As an example, he pointed out, 
pecans were selling for about 
$1.20 with almonds in the sixties. 
It is believed that the trade will 
convert back to the use of pecans 
at the current price levels, The 
orice at which pecan meats are 
sold in reality determines the 
price received by the farmer for 
the raw material,
